RECONSTRUCTION: Per the Intake Report: "On 6/12/2022, the mother punched Nicholas while they were at the 
grocery store, Nicholas was acting out, so the mother punched Nicholas in the head. She then told him something, 
details unknown. The mother then slapped Nicholas so hard that his face was red. The mother also grabbed and 
squeezed him by the arm, and he could be heard saying "Mommy, let go, you`re hurting me". The mother then told 
Nicholas that "if you don't stop, I'm going to leave you here". The mother then left Nicholas in the middle of the 
aisle as he was crying. On 6/14, there was a mediation that took place and mention of the charges being dropped and 
criminal charges being closed. There is a concern that the mother will be allowed around the children without a 
safety plan in place. The mother still beats the children and gets physical with them. The mother and father’s actions 
got Autumn kicked out of school. The father is trying to take the children away from the mother. When the children 
are with the father, they are in danger because the father gives them medicine to go to sleep. The mother is getting 
ready to leave the state with Nicholas as she is out on bond. There is a court order in place that states that the mother 
cannot be around the children, though she is still trying to come around the children. The children visit the father on 
the weekends and Nicholas is with him now." 


It should be noted, there was an additional allegation, which was not included in the above listed intake, This 
allegation stated Nicholas was unrestrained in a Jeep Wrangler and almost fell out while the vehicle was in motion. 


CRIME SCENE: Various areas located within the west side of Pasco County. 


INTERVIEW: Melissa Davis (offender) AWF, DOB: 05/25/1991 

I made contact with Melissa in the front yard of 6715 Hone Street, where she provided me with the following 
statements: On 06/12/22, she went to Publix to pick up an Uber Eats order she was delivering. While she was there, 
she observed Jennifer Brophy (Nicholas's biological mother), who immediately left the store. She did not have 
Nicholas with her, as he was in Pinellas County at the time of the incident. She believed Jennifer was making 
fraudulent reports to DCF because she was vindictive. The incident about the Jeep Wrangler had nothing to do with 
Nicholas. She and Donavin were riding in their neighbor, Brittnay Hartzell s, Jeep, while Brittany picked up her 
child. While they rode in the vehicle, Brittany's child was properly seat belted in and never fell out. She does not beat 
Nicholas and no one has medicated him. 


INTERVIEW: Brittany Hartzell (involved other) AWF, DOB: 09/14/1976 

I made phone contact with Brittany, where she provided me with the following statements: She previously had driven 
Melissa and Donvain in her 1988 blue Jeep Wrangler. While they drove in the Jeep, she picked up her child and 
brought him home from daycare. Her child was properly seat belted in and never almost fell out of the vehicle. 


INTERVIEW: Donavin Davis (involved other) AWM, DOB: 05/14/1994 

I made contact with Donavin in the front yard of 6715 Hone Street, where he provided me with the following 
statements: He did not beat or medicate Nicholas. From the dates of 06/10/22 through 06/19/22, Nicholas was in 
Pinellas County. Since Nicholas was in Pinellas County, it was impossible for him to be with Melissa at a Publix in 
Pasco County. He believed the allegations about physical abuse within the Publix were fictitious and made by 
Jennifer Brophy. He believed the allegations about Nicholas almost falling out of the jeep were fraudulent and made 
by Detective. C. Sekeres. He believed Detective C. Sekeres made these allegations because he saw Detective C. 
Sekeres in a gas station parking lot, while he was riding in the jeep. When he saw Detective C. Sekeres, he made sure 
they immediately left the parking lot, because he felt the detective was vindictive.

INVESTIGATION: On 06/30/22, moud 1828 hours, I was dispatched to 6715 Hone Street, in reference to a CPI 


investigation. 


“Upon my arrival, I made contact with CPI F. Caminero, who provided me with the above listed intake report. CPI F. 
-Caminero also informed me, she has had an open investigation with Melissa and Donavin for an extended period of 

: — time. Due to this, she had already confirmed Nicholas was not in their care and custody on the dates mentioned in the 
allegations, therefor she believed the allegations were unfounded. 


After I spoke to CPI F. Caminero, we made contact with Melissa and Donavin and conducted the above listed 
interviews. While I conducted my interview with Melissa, she called Brittany and allowed me to conduct the above 


listed phone interview. 


While 1 was on scene, I observed Nicholas inside the residence. Nicholas appeared happy and healthy and did not see 
- any signs of abuse. Nicholas refused to come outside and talk to me. 


It should be noted, Donavin wanted an investigation initiated against Detective C. Sekeres and Jennifer for false 
reports. | was unable to see who reported the incident to DCF, as they requested to remain anonymous. 


` Due to the statements collected, I was unable to substantiate probable cause. In addition to the statements provided 
by CPI F. Caminero, I request this case be placed as inactive. 


A wants and warrants check on all parties met with negative results. 
No further action.
